Ordinarily, I am adverse to the 
practice of a councilman airing hi» 
Views In tbe newspaper» when he ha* 
plenty of chanoe to air them at the 
regularly called meetings of Council, 
a.id go from there to the paper». 
But a» there ha» lately been, as they 
seem to me, so many absurd asset- 
tions 
appeared 
in 
tb*! 
1'ress, 1 
thought I would take one chanee at 
it just for fun. 
In the dally press of Saturday, a 
member of the City Council devotes a 
couple of column» to an alleged at- 
tempt to show the city ©Itlrlali as he 
expresses it. the error of their way in 
the connection with 
the proposed 
matter of fixing the salary of the 
Chief of Police and raising that of 
the members or the regular police 
force. 
Hcveral sections of the code arc 
quoted at length, but, so far as 1 am 
able to understand them, not a single 
line sustains 
Ids contention. 
Of 
our»*- 1 may not understand them, 
but 1 prefer to get my legal opinions 
through regular channels, as 1 be 
llevn it is one thing to read law and 
another thing to understand Its ap­ 
plication. 
If my recollection serves 
me correctly, Satan was very apt at 
quoting tho Scriptures but It would 
probably not. always lie safe to iollow 
him. 
The matter or fixing the salary of 
the Clilet or Police came up, not from 
any desire to raise the salary of that 
Offloial, uor at ids request, but. be­ 
cause the Inspector sent to tids city 
from the Auditor of Stat«’s officio 
said that It should l*«‘ done. 
Accord­ 
ing to the report Of the Inspector 
during tbe time covered by the in­ 
spect ion which was a year and a half, 
the chief of imlico collected iu b e», 
•533.05. 
I Hiring these same eighteen 
months he collected^ as salary. IWO, 
making Ids total salary, Including 
the fees for 
the eighteen months 
•1433.115 so that, ir 
the chief 
of 
police’s salary should ho fixed at $80 
per month, it would lie an increasn 
of *4.u 1 for the year or a:i-.,c per 
month« 
Now as i have said, It. was 
requested by the Slate Department 
that the fees be taken away and the 
chief of police put on a straight sal­ 
ary. The contention that If the sal­ 
ary should ho fixed at *80 per month, 
without fees, that lie would still he 
entitl'd to receive too tecs Is unwor 
thy of notice and Is plainly refuted 
by section 123, as published ln his 
statement. 
Now the people of this city have 
elected an officer whose duty it Is to 
furnish the Council legal opinions on 
all questions properly submitted to 
him and at the last Council meeting 
he was asked as to wbcthoi <»r not 
the Council had authority to change 
the salary Of the eldef of police. 
The City Solicitor told the Council 
that they undoubtedly had tnat right 
for the reason that under the new 
codo the chief of police and other 
police officers aro subject to all the 
rules and regulations of the civil ser­ 
vice and are, therefore, not appoint­ 
ed for any definite time. 
ll seems 
childish to me to undertake to say 
that an officer, who. if his behavior 
be such as is required by law may 
hold his office tor twenty-five years or 
more that tliat official should never 
he entitled to any more salary than 
that which was being paid him at 
the time lie was first appointed. 
If. 
1 understand the theory of the civil 
service system, it was established for 
ho purpose of bettering tbe service 
in the police and fire departments. 
Every citizen 
kn iws that several 
members of the 1‘ostoffice Depart­ 
ment, more uarticularly the mail car­ 
riers, have been employee for many 
years and from time to time have re­ 
ceived an Increase of salary. 
I'ncle 
Sam thought it was foi the moo of 
the service that this he done and 1 
think it is with the same idea that 
tbe civil service system was made to 
apply to tbe police and fire nepart 
meats In the city under the new 
code. While 1 do 
not pretend to 
understand anything about the tech­ 
nical construction of 
law. yet, It 
seems to me 
not on line of the 
councilmao’s opinion, as published, 
forblus changing the salary of any 
city official who Is under tbe civil 
service rules and this was tlie reason 
given by the City Solicitor why tbe 
salary might be changed if the Coun­ 
cil aesired to do so and the Solicitor 
said that on account of the request 
made by the State Department that 
the salary of the chief of police ought 
to oe chauged, taking away tbe fees 
and placing him on a straight salary• 
Now. I am a taxpayer of this city, 
and I think, possibly as heavy a one 
as the gentleman who published his 


opinions in Saturday’s paper,

of the taxpayers of the city, many of

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BIG TANK SHIP BURNS. 


Jive Men Pariah and 1,000,000,000 Gal­ 
lons of Oil Are Consumed. 
New York, Dec. 20.—By an explo­ 
sion and the burning of 1,000,000,000 
gallons of petroleum on a Standard 
Oil company barge off Long Branch, 
N. J., four men were burned to death, 
and ofce man is missing. 
Four survi­ 
vors of the crew were brought to this 
port and are in a hospital suffering 
from barns. 
Steel barge No. 01 and another 
barge were in tow of a tug bound for 
Philadelphia. 
Something 
interfered 
with the flow of water from the fresh 
tank and Engineer Sale and Fireman 
Brandt went below to investigate. An 
explosion followed, whether of gas or 
the boiler is not known. 
It Hf'ed toe 
after deck of the barge and set 
the after hold. 
The tank holding the 
••troleum was 40 feet forward of 
where the flra started but It Jumped 
this space In a twinkling and within 
• few minutes the barge was ablaze 
from stem to stern . 
The tug Standard, which had the 
barges in tow, went alongside the 
burning barge and i<?>k off four sea­ 
men, but the blaze had spread so fast, 
that the others eould not be rescued. 
Those who were saved were painfully 
burned and the tug hardened to New 
York where they were given medical 
attendance. 
The fire on the barge 
was left to burn itse.f out. 
The tug 
returned to the scone of thp disaster 
to recover the bodies and hulk of the 
barge, the belief being that the latter 
was not entirely destroyed.
